$650,000  Sought  for' 


Armed  Forces  and 
Orphaned  Missions. 

Wartburg  college  students  join¬ 
ed  Lutherans  all  over  America ! 
last  week  in  answering  the  na-  j 
tion  wide  appeal  for  funds  to  car¬ 
ry  on  the  program  of  Lutheran 
World  Action,  which  carries  the 
services  of  the  Lutheran  church 
to  the  men  in  America’s  armed 
forces  and  helps  support  those 
missions  in  foreign  lands  which 
have  been  cut  off  from  their 
source  of  support  in  Europe. 

Lutherans  of  Waverly  will  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  nationwide  appeal 
in  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  minis¬ 
try  to  men  in  the  armed  forces 
and  war-orphaned  missions, 
Sunday,  May  10,  according 
Rev.  R.  C.  Schlueter,  pastor  of  St. 
Paul's  church  here. 

More  than  7,000  Lutheran  con¬ 
gregations  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  will  participate  in  tins 
drive,  called  Lutheran  World  Ac¬ 
tion.  Goal  of  the  appeal  is  $650,- 
000,  the  amount  required  to  main¬ 
tain  these  Lutheran  services  for 

For  Service  Men 
Of  the  total  $250,000  will  be 
earmarked  for  the  ministry  to 
service  men,  which  was  initiated 
by  the  Service  Commission  of  the 
National  Lutheran  Council  early 
in  1941,  shortly  after  the  draft 
law  was  passed. 

Since  its  inception  the  Service 
Commission  has  set  up  31  service 
centers  in  all  parts  of  the  country, 
in  communities  adjoining  the 
largest  concentrations  of  Lutheran 
men.  These  centers  are  staffed 
by  pastors  who  have  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  ministering  to  the  spirit¬ 
ual  needs  of  men  In  the  service.

No  Conflict  with  USO. 

It  should  be  made  clear,  said 
Pastor  Schlueter,  that  this  pro¬ 
gram  does  not  in  any  way  conflict, 
with  that  of  the  U.  S.  O.  Leaders  of 
the  Lutheran  church  believe  that 
the  church  has  a  responsibility 
minister  to  the  spiritual  needs  of 
its  numbers  wherever  they  may 
be. 

In  addition,  assistance  is  given 
to  many  local  congregations  which 
provide  a  religious  service  for 
service  men  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood. 

At  present  the  Commission  has 
31  full-time  workers  and  65  "con¬ 
tact  men"  near  important  train¬ 
ing  centers  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

For  Orphaned  Missions 

Everything  in  excess  of  $250, 
000  will  be  used  to  support  war 
orphaned  foreign  missions  and  the 
Lutheran  Refugee  Service.  Di¬ 
rectors  of  Lutheran  World  Action 
have  also  decided  to  contribute  to 
the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War 
Prisoners  Aid,  which  serves  men 
in  prison  camps  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  to  the  emergency  fund 
of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  discussing  the  appeal  Pastor 
Schlueter  explained  that,  with  the 
advent  of  war  in  1939  and  its  sub¬ 
sequent  spread  throughout  north¬ 
ern  Europe,  Lutheran  missionary 
societies  in  Norway,  Finland, 
Germany,  Fiance,  and  Denmark 
were  cut  off  from  their  mission 
fields  in  India,  Africa,  China, 
Madagascar,  and  other  countries. 
American  Lutherans,  therefore, 
became  responsible  for  all  Luth¬ 
eran  missions  in  the  world — ex¬ 
cept  those  of  Sweoen.

DIES  SUNDAY 


Oswald  Hardwig,  05,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  Lutheran  Mu¬ 
tual  Life  Insurance  company,  died 
at  his  home  Sunday,  Apr.  26,  after 
n  long  illness.  He  had  returned 
home  from  the  hospital  only  the 
day  before. 

His  funeral  was  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon  with  family  services  at  the 
Kaiser  home  followed  by  burial  in 
St.  Paul's  Lutheran  cemetery  and 
after  this  a  memorial  service  at 
St.  Paul's  church  with  Rev.  R. 
C.  Schlueter  officiating.  Casket 
bearers  were  Fred  C.  Eckstein, 
Carl  E.  Hagemann.  J.  P.  Kroger, 
Fred  W.  Studier,  V/.  G.  Voecks 
and  K.  H.  Weltner,  all  of  the 
home  office  of  the  Mutual  Life 
company.  That  office  was  closed 
for  the  afternoon  as  a  gesture  of 
respect  for  the  deceased-  who  had 
been  associated  with  the  company 
as  an  officer  since  1814. 

He  entered  Wartburg  Normal 
college,  Waverly,  in  Sept.,  1890, 
graduating  in  1894  and  teaching 
the  next  years  in  St.  Paul's  school  j 
here.  He  became  an  instructor  of 
music  on  the  Wartburg  college 
faculty  in  1903,  continuing  in  that 
work  until  1925,  but  after  1914 
carrying  with  it  also  the  duties  of 
part  time  president  of  the  Luther¬ 
an  Mutual  Aid  Society.  After  1925 
he  resigned  from  the  Wartburg 
position  to  become  full-time 
president  of  the  insurance  com¬ 
pany  and  in  1334  became  chair¬ 
man  of  that  company’s  board,  a 
position  which  lie  held  until  his 
death. 

He  used  his  talents  freely  not 
only  in  his  business  but  also  for 
his  church  and  community.  He 
served  on  the  city  library  board, 
on  the  board  of  the  Children's 
home,  on  the  Wartburg  college 
board,  on  the  committee  for 
soldiers'  and  sailors'  *  aid  for  the 
Iowa  Synod  and  on  the  national 
Lutheran  council  for  soldiers’  and 
sailors’  welfare,  the  latter  two 
during  the  first  World  War.  He 
also  was  a  director  of  the  Wart¬ 
burg  Publishing  House  in  Chicago 
and  edited  the  Wartburg  hymnal 
which  was  ^published  by  that 
House  and  which  is  still  in  use.

Students  Hear  Her 
in  Thursday 
Convocation  Period.! 

Miss  Hilda  Beal,  of  York,  Eng¬ 
land,  brought  the  present  war  u 
England  in  stark  reality  to  Wart¬ 
burg  students  in  the  convocation 
on  Thursday,  May  14.  She 
the  United  States  in  January  of 
this  year,  and  it  took  her  28  days 
to  make  the  trip  from  England  by 
freighter.  She  is  a  school  teacher 
in  England,  and  this  is 
ond  trip  to  the  United  States.  The 
contents  of  her  talk  follows:
